Fairfield wa* visited by a fire this 
afternoon which threatened to do sev­ 
eral thousand of dollars damage be­ 
fore it was gotten under control by the 
valiant hand of volunteer fighters who 
gathered at the a ene and finally suc­ 
ceeded In conquering the blaze after 
it had 
burned one building to the 
ground and partially 
destroyed 
a 
number of others. 
The b la z e originated in the carriage 
making establishm ent of John Bupp, 
located 
at the western end of the 
town. 
Mr. Bupp was working on the 
first floor of the building at the time 
and the fire had gotten 
so 
much 
headway upstairs that the roof was 
almost ready to fall in when he dis­ 
covered the flames. 
The contents of 
the upper part of the building were 
totally 
destroyed and some of the 
things on the first floor where 
Mr. 
Bupp had several buggies and other 
vehicles were also burned. 
From the carriage shop the blaze 
spread to the Bupp residence adjoin­ 
ing. 
It was soon seen th a t the shop 
could not be saved and residents of 
the town, summoned to the pla e, de­ 
voted al! their energies (o saving the 
residence. 
It caught time after time 
and the upper portion of it was seri­ 
ously damaged so that much of it 
will have to be rebuilt. 
There was 
sufficient time to save the greater 
p a il u t-th e contents. 
From the Bupp 
residence the fire 
leaped to the bouse 
owned by Mrs. 
ftfn.Hilly 
Mn<l 
tenanted 
by 
Andrew Sprinkle. 
This building also 
suffered 
dam age 
but 
the 
contents 
were gotten* to places of safety. 
A brisk west 
wind which 
swept 
over the town carried sparks to the 
stable recently 
purchased by John 
McCleaf and for an hour or more the 
lire fighters had all they could handle. 
Every building attacked wa* of fram e 
and the wind made the work special­ 
ly difficult. 
Fairfield has no fire fighting facili­ 
ties and has to resort to the old 
fashioned volunteer bucket brigade. 
Conditions to-day were much similar 
to those of five or six years ag > when 
seven stables were burned 
as the 
flames swept from one structure to 
another. 
This afternoon’s fire is thought to 
have been the result of a defective 
flue in the Bupp shop.
